MUST MEET PROBLEMS.

KANSAS CITY HARD HIT. 
‘BY A F. NIGHT WIRE.) 
KANSAS CITY, Nov. 29.—Regu- 
lations that may result in the com- 
plete closing down of the industria! 
activities of both Kansas City, Kan. 
and Kansas City, Mo., because of 
the fuel situation and impending 
strike of local railroad trainmen and 
yardmen were being considered at a 
conference this afternoon of leading 
business men and representatives 
of industry. 
A recommendation to be discussed 
at the conference, with which the 


local Fuel Administration concurred, 


was that a 100 per cent. shutdown 
be put into effect for the first three 
days of next week. Every indus- 
try, every commercial institution 
and every office building would be 
closed and unheated if the order is 
made. 

Gov. Allen and Adjt.-Gen. Martin 
of Kansas outlined to Gen. Wood 
and his adjutant, Col. Ralph Harri- 
son, the plan by which the volun- 


teer workers will be sent into the 


strip pit coal fields of the State. 
Gov. Allen said the principal mat- 
ter taken up was that of getting 
supplies to the coal fields for these 
volunteer workers. He declined to 
discuss other features of the con- 
ference. 

“We have enough men to put in- 
to the fields at once to operate t- 
teen steam shovels.” said the Gov- 
ernor. “By the middle of next week 
we expect:to be ‘rning out 10,000 
tons of coal a day.’

The Federal Cor- 
rupt Practices Act of 1910 limits the 
expenditures of Senatorial candidates 
to $10,000 and requires. that four 
statements be filed with the Secre- 
tary of. the Senate, one preceding 
and following first the primary and 
then the election. The Newberry 
affidavit cited in the second indict-

The second Federal Corrupt Prac- 
tice Act, which the indictments al- 
leged was violatéd, was passed in 
October, 1918. It made bribery of 
voters a crime after several Federal 
courts held that such an act was not 
an offense against the laws of the 
United States. This law came into 
being after the Michigan primary. 
but just ahead of the election. 

The State laws were brought in 
because the act of 1910 provides 
that if a State limits campaign ex- 
penditures to less than the $10,000 
named in that act, then the State 
law shall apply to campaigns with- 
in that commonwealth. As it hap- 
pens the Michigan statutes 
campaign expenditure to a fourth of 
the yearly salary of the position 
sought for each primary or election 
campaign. An aspirant for United 
States Senator in this State may, 
therefore, it was argued, spend only 
$1875 on the primary and an equal 
amount on the election campaign. 


FRAUD IN MAILS, 
The law forbidding use of the 


Malis to defraud was first used in 
election cases by Mr. Dalley in the 
Jerre Huute indictments. It was 
appled to the Newberry case as 
probaly covering various letters 
sent to campaign contributors, which 
letters, it was charged, were worded 
so as to deceive the recipients as to 
the amounts already collected by the 
Newberry treasury.

The second indictment starts 
with a count which charges expendi- 
tures in excess of the legal limit 11. 
the primary and election combined; 
the second count alleges the same 
charge with relation to the primary 
alone and the ird repeats it as to 
the election alone. 

The fourth count charges viola- 
tion of the Stace election law in 
that more than §6750 was spent in 
the two campaigns. In this connec. 
tion, it is pointed out that while the 
Federal law does not forbid adver. 
tising in newspapers, the Michigan 
Statute specifically excludes such a 
pre-election practice. -The statement 
of expenditures listed by the New- 
berry campaign ‘managers includes 
items which total about $148,000 for 
newspaper advertising. 

EXCESS FUNDS. 

The count details that with the 
excess campaign funds, district and 
county agents and managers and 
numerous secret propagandists and 
detectives were hired and their ex- 
penses paid; mroving-picture filme 
were bought and much literature 
distributed, all of which acts are 
alleged to be in violation of the 
| Michigan law. The government 
agents said they had proof that one 
movie mim alone cost 38000. 

The fifth count charges con- 
spiracy to commit thousands of of- 
fenses against the Federal act of 
October, 18918, forbidding payment 
of money to voters. 

SIXTH COUNT HEAYTY. 

The sixth count bristles with ac- 
It alleges that certain 
defendants each contributed more 
than the total amount allowed by 
law, knowing all the time that they 
were violating the statutes, and that 
certain of the defendants induced 
others to give by falsely represent- 
ing the amounts already contributed 
to the campaign. 

It alleges further that more than 
100,000 of the amounts so contrib- 
uted were converted to the personal 
use of certain politicians. It also is 
charged that more than $100,000 
was paid to newspapers, campaign- 
ers of all degrees, for office and hall 
rent, dinners and other entertain- 
ment. 

The charges that James Helm was 
hired on a salary and expenses to 
run against Ford in the Democratic 
primary follow and then come ac- 
cusations that Republican candi- 
dates for county offices were paid 
money upon condition that they sup- 
port the Newberry Senatorial aspi- 
rations. The count concludes with 
allegations of wholesale bribery of 
voters, election boards and other of- 
ficials.

pounds of salt cake, thirty-six 
pounds of lime and two and one- 
half pounds of ground coal. The 
is then carried to the bin 
near the furnace. 

This furnace is a huge brick struc- 
ture, eighty feet long, twenty-two 
feet wide, and five deep. The inte- 
fior vat has a capacity of 700 tens 
Gas is turned into large brick con- 
duits that carry it to the sides of 
the furnace. It is mixed with air 
and applied to the vat at intervals 
of twenty minutes on each side. 
When the checker-work through 
which the gas passes on one side 
becomes hot, the flame is diverted 
to the other side, to heat fur a period 
of twenty minutes. The molten glas 
ls kept at an even temperature of 
2800 degrees. 

The raw material is placed in the 
furnace 600 pounds at a time. The 
Plant can consume twenty tons of 
thé sand mixture und twenty tons 
of cullet, or broken glass, each 
twenty-four hours. 

WEEKS TO HEAT IT. 

To heat this material sufficiently, 
1,000,000 cubic feet of gas per rod 
is required: When the plant opens 
It is operated only nine or ten 
months in each year—it is neces- 
gary to apply this heat continually 
during three weeks before glass- 
making begins. Thin means a pre- 

expenditure of 20,000,000 
cubic feet of gas. 

When actual glass-making is be- 
gun, the raw materials, mixed and 
placed in one end of the vat, melt 
and run in a molten mass to the 
other end. During the flow impure 
substances rise to the top and gather 
around a huge stone that floats on 
the melted glass. The slag is 
scraped off the stone, leaving the 
Klass clear. It then fidws to the 
other end of the tank, where proc 
esses calling for great skill begin 

The “athere:” takes a, blowpipe, 
one end of which has beed heated till 
it is “cherry red.” He dips the pipe 
into the molten mass and a small 
quantity of glass, about half a pound, 
adheres to the rod. This glass is 
rolled into a ball by revolving the 
rod speedily in the air. Then the 
stick is again dipped into the furnace 
and when it is withdrawn, the ball 
of glass is enlarged perceptibly. This 
operation is repeated five times be- 
fore enough giass is accumulated to

Glass-making as an industry is a, rounded and shaped, the gatherer

Fi- 
nally a cavity appears in the red 
mass and then the blower, the skilled 
man of the trade, begins his work.

this he must keep the volume of glass 
at ihe bottom of the tube and must 
allow only cortain portions to cool. 
It is his ability to do this that earns 
him his good wages. He blows and 
he twists the hot mass and then he 
swings the end of the fast forming 
cylinder into the furnace for further 
shaping. As thg glass reaches the 
correct heut, it is again brought out 
and blown. Finally it is of even 
thickness throughout and the cylin- 
der is of the same diameter at every 
point. 

An example of the accuracy and 


; Skill with which the blowers work 


was furnished when a Los Angeles 
company sent to an eastern factory 
for a number of glass cylinders to be 
used on a gasoline pump, so that 
the gas that was purchased would 
be visible. The tubes were to be of 
uniform size so that they would fit 
in grooves in metal racks, The east- 
ern factories said that without a 
mould the job was impossible. The 
Torrance people undertook the job 
and completed it. The tubes were 
twelve inches in diameter and did not 
vary a fraction of an inch. Measur- 
ing only with the eye, the local blow- 
ers turned out the eylinders per- 
fectly. 


WINDOW GLASB. 

In blowing window glass, after an 
even thickness is secured, one end of 
the cylinder is placed in the furnace 
and rotated until the heat forms an 
opening. ‘The cylinder is then re- 
moved from the fire and twung 
through the air. The melted — 
at the extrem end opens; the object 
becomes a perfect cylinder with one 
end still adhering to the rod. It i 
Placed upon the rack and the blow 
pipe is touched with a cold tron rod, | 
whereupon the glass and the metal 
separate. 

A fine thread of glass is then 
wound around the tube where the 
glass begins to curve. After this has 
been drawn-tight, it is touched with 
a cold rod and the thread falls from 
the cylinder The heated band that 
this thread has made is then touched 
with a cold iron and the curved end 
falls into the scrap heap. After the 
lass is cooled, the cutter runs @ 
red-hot iron up and down the inside 
of the tube. After a few strokes the 

lass splite in perfect line and the 
ormer tube resembles a sheet of 
glass that has been rolled. 

Next it is taken to the flattening 
oven. The «piit cylinder is placed 
in the oven with a “peanut” between 
the edges. This ‘peanut’ resembles 
a Glothéspin anid is used to keep the 
edges apart. The worker places the 
rolled sheet on « carriage and runs 
it into one of the oven’s three open- 

From an opening af the other 
aide of the furnace a worker takes 
the roll and places it, split upper- 
moet, on a large revolving disc, Un- 
der a heat of 1400 degrees the roll 
wilts and lies at. The workman 
runs a eucalyptus block over the 
surface of the glass, ironing out all 
the curves. In the East a birch 
block is used and for a 1 time 
here imported Japanese black wal- 
nut was employed, but the California 
wood is said to be superior to the 


others, 
GIVEN A BATH. 

After the glass is flattened, it is 
lifted onto a long rack that holds 
sixteen sheets at a time. This rack 
runs through the annealing oven, 
which cools the product and tempers 
it. It remains there about thirty 
minutes, then it is taken out and 
plunged into a bath of hot water 
and murtatic acid, to prevent the 
glass from fading and becoming 
After this dip it is ready to 
be cut and packed. 

In the cutting room it is placed 
upon large tables and the cutters 
quickly run over it with small dia- 
monds. These gems have sixteen 
edges each and are valued at $7 to 
$10. After the cutting the panes are 
packed in boxes made in the plant. 

Each operation throughout the 
plant requires a skilled man. The 
workmen themselves would prevent 
anyone but the most skilled from 
entering the plant, as they are all 
paid by the piece. If glass goes 
through the factory from the melt- 
ing furnace to the smoot oven 
without a mishap and is then broken, 
every man who handled that par- 
ticular piece of work loses. The 
men are paid only for the amount of 
lass that boxed and careless

OFFICER QUITS. 


Can’t Live on Tiny Salary, 
Constable Lyons Says. 


Noted for for 
His Unfailing Smile. 


Has Carried no Weapon in 
Nine Years of Service. 


After serving nine years as a 
county constable, George W. Lyons 
yesterday handed his resignation to 
Chief Constable, Thomas, to take 
effect after today. During Mr. Lyons’ 
period of service, it developed yester- 
day, though he has been a peace 
officer whose duty it was to make 
arrests, he has never carried a re- 
volver nor a weapon of any kind. He 
gave as his reason for resigning, the 
comparatively low salary he is re- 
ceiving. 

“I cannot keep my family on the 
$150 a month we are paid, which is 
but a slight increase over that paid 
before the war,” he said. “Though 
I have tried to do this, even with a 
struggle, I could not. I shall enter 
a business of my own. I leave the 
office with regret, as I have many 
friends. I hope the county wiil be 
able to increase the salaries of its 
employees.” 

Of the fact that he never carried 
a weapon, Constable Lyons said that 
if any one of the several hundreds 


of persons he arrested, made any 
res „ he used verbal persua- 
sion. “Sometimes I had to reason 


with them, but they all came along 
in the end,” he declared, 

Constable Lyons is known at the 
Hall of Records as the “man with 
the smile.“ He bélieved in kindness 
to those he arrested and was said 
by his colleagues to have been suc- 
cessful.

GOVERNMENT WILL AID 
WAR ON AUTO THIEVES. 


NEW FEDERAL ENACTMENT 
PROSECUTION. 


The strong arm of the Federal 
government is to be invoked for the 
protection of automebile owners 
hereafter, under a recent act of Con- 
gress, according to a statement of 
U. @ Attorney O'Connor 
day. He will ask for the extreme 
penalty in every case in which a 
eonviction is secured. 

State laws appear to be inadequate 
for the proper punishment of auto- 
mobile thefts. Statistics show that 
during the past year in twenty-one 
cities of the United States, 77,000 
machines, valued at r ha ve 
been stolen. Of this number 80 
worth $5,000,000, have never been 
recovered, 

The new Federal enactment p 
vides for adequate punishment n 
only of the thief who takes a car 
across the State line, but also of 
the “fence” who receives and pay? 
for such a car. 

Section 3 provides that whoever 
shall transport or cause to be trans- 
ported in interstate or Wreign com- 
merae a motor vehicle, knowing the 
same to have been stolen, shall be 
punished by a fine of not more than 
$5000 or by imprisonment of no 
more than five years, or both. 

Section 4 provides hat whoever 
shall receive, conceal, store, barter 
sell or dispose of any motor vehicle, 
moving as, or which is a part of, or 
which constitutes interstate or for- 
eign commerce, knowing the same 
to have been stolen, shall be punished 
by a fine of not more than $5000 


than five years, or both. 

Section 5 says that any person who 
violates the act may be punished in 
any district in or through which a 
stolen motor vehicle been trans- 
ported, by the offender. 

The term “foreign” commerce will 
cover cases in which stolen machines 
are taken into Mexico. The records 
here indicate that many have been 
driven across the line.

We sometimes meet artists, so- 
called, who seem to be devoid of 
hoth imagination and fancy. They

It may be painfully exact, and the 
more exact it is the worte i is.

‘Yet, there is no doubt of 
the gradual decline and failure of 
this Puccini work, It is seldom if ever 
performed at even the leading oper- 
houses, even though it still retains 
a certain favor in Italy, South Amer- 
ica and elsewhere in foreign lands. 
where the obvious vulgarities of 
ita libretto are not so broadly ap- 
parent, as they were, particularly in 
the English version, in America. 
Even the strongest anti-prohibi- 
tionist could hardly stomach such 
phrases as “Bring on the whisky” 
sung in flowing Italian recitative, or 
the Sheriff's famous complaint to the 
girl, “I'm kind-a stuck on you,” 
which always brought a laugh. . 
Yes, the “Girl” died a very peace- 
ful death as an opera, despite its 
great fame ag a play. And there- 
with ended the Belasco-Puccini com- 
bination which began with the sur- 
g success of “Mme. Butterfly.” 
Of cours+. it is undoubtedly a fact 
that the /.ponesque theme appears 
equally ridiculous to a native of 
‘Nippon as the “Girl” does to a Call- 
fornian, but the subject is far 
enough removed from America to 
make the incongruities of the libret- 
to entirely secondary in importance 
to the emotionally sensuous ensnare- 
ment of the music.

BOILED DINNER. 

I never could understand why any- 
one should turn up her (or his) nose 
superciliously at the mention of a 
bolled dinner—especinlly on a com 
evening.- Try it some day soon. 
For your meat get either corned 
beef or shoulder ham, a pound for 
every four persons to be served. If 
you use ham the mest and vege- 
tablen may all be put to cook at 
the same time but corned beef 
needs a longer cooking than the 
vegetables. Put the -orned beef 
cook in cold water aug when it be- 
gins to grow tender, add carrots 
end turnips whole. nd cabbage cut 
‘nto quarters. These Vegetables re- 
quire longer cooking than potatoes, 
so do not put che potatoes in until 
the first samed are nearly done. For 
a small family this meal is attrac- 
t've served on one platter, the meat 
in the center surrounde by the vege- 
tables. But with large proportions 
u is usually necessary to serve the 
Vegetables from separate dishes. 
Serve only the lgihtest ot deserts 
with this dinner. 


Canaries Trained, 
Parisians are so passionately fond 
of canaries that it is estimated there 
are 100,000 of these birds ir. the 
City of Light. Writing in the Oc- 
tober Wide World Magazine, Henri 
Gaillard, the famous French can- 
ary trainer, gives some interesting 
particulars regarding his method of 
teaching his pets to sing. 

“The musical training of my pu- 
pils,” he says, is conducted with 
the aid of a bird whistle or a flag- 
eolet. A fortnight after the young 
bird has learned to feed itself it is 
put into a solitary cage, where, if 
it is a male, it soon begins to war- 
ble. The cage is then covered with 
white muslin and its occupant fs fed 
on colza sted and bread seaked in 
water. During the first week of iso. 
lation I don't allow him to hear the 
song of any other bird, and during 
the second week I play a few notes 
of medium pitch every morning be- 
fore cage. After this 1 advise 
covering the cage with very thick 
green or red serge, thus keeping the 
bird in darkness until it has learned 
a few short musical phrases. How 
long does it take to train a canary 
to sing? Well, that all depends on 
the bird's aptitude. I should say 
the time varies from two to six 
months.”

It he's in the least musi- 
cal—and I am informed he is—the 
very special performance must have 
warmed the cockles of his British 
heart. 

In a way, this celebration for our 
distinguished young guest rivaled 
the Metropolitan opera premiere of 


grammes are memorized. All the}the previous evening. As such it 


was “exclusive.” None of your 
“Community chorus’ affairs, with 
seats for all who wanted them. The 
jmusical programme, excellent though 
it was, occupied, perforce, a sec- 
ondary position. The blond youth 
proved the pivot®about which every- 
thing quite naturally revolved. 
What's more (and I was near enough 
to see) the Prince seemed to enjoy 
it. He applauded, democratically, 
the efforte of the artists—which 
moved the possessors of 3000 pairs 
of eyes to applaud the applauder. 

You probably never beheld a 
“smarter” audience in the ‘astidious 
Metropolitan Operahouse than the 
ene which helped start the 1919-1920 
season. The “golden horseshoe” (as 
the hard-to-enter parterre-0x cres- 
cent is called) was filled with mem- 
hers of Who's Who. Their names— 
as well as those of personalities seen 
in the grand tier and stall boxes and 
in the choice orchestra seats, would 
read like a reprint fgom the social 
register. One might have mentally 
called out any favored name and 
been rewarded with an answering 
“here!” 

But there were plenty of less 
illustrious folk in the Metropolitan 
that Monday evening; men and 
women who revel in opera for 
opera’s sake; who came early for 
the express delight of being part of 
the jam, and stayed till the last 
gasp—hundreds who knew their 
“Tosca,” which was the opera, and 
Just how well Caruso sang. Like- 
wise the quality of the orchestra's 
playing. You can't fool a New York 
first-night opera audience; nor one 
which happens into the red-and-gold 
auditorium on any other night. 

We do not “whistle” an artist we 
don't like, as people in Italy do, yet 
we make kon unmistakably the 
extent of both our disapproval and 
approval. And thousands of others, 
all ever the country, are acquiring 
this same discrimination. Any musi- 
cian who tours will tell you so. For 
here in America we have at length 
learned to tell what is musically 
good or bad when we hear it. North- 
erners, southerners, easterners and 
westerners in goodly numbers are 
as expert in this as we New 
Yorkers. 

In this instance there was more 
than enough to praise. “An auspi- 
cious opening sums the consensus of 
eritical and public opinion tonching 
the season's premiere. Caruso sang 
with impassioned fervor; Geraldine 
Farrar's voice was warmer and more 
responsive than at any time in two 
years; Antonio Scotti was a domi- 
nating Baron Scarpio the whole 
évening. Under the conducting ot 
Roberto Moranzoni the perfocmance 
moved like a piece of thoroughly 
elled machinery. 

There seemed an unusual eager- 


semblage to greet the three stars 
of the night. Caruso got a rousing 
reception when he came on. as 
though his admirers were giad he 
had. gotten safely: out of Mexico 
after his recent season there. Mias 
Farrar s coterie was not silent, 
either, when she swept radiantly into 
view; and there was a v 
brief, “hand” for Scotti at his 
dramatic entrance. 

After that the “house” settled 
back for the performance. During 
the two entr’actes there ensued the 
customary visiting in boxes. ahd 
about orchestra chairs; the dellber- 
ete leveling of lorgnettes and opera 
glasses to see all one should see on 
such an occasion. And in the corri- 
dors gossip fairly hummed. All the 
habitues were on hand; you saw 
them, in small and large groups, 
discussing what was taking place. 

But not a little of the conversa- 
tion touched upon the performance 
to come twd evenings later. No 
furore was caused on that occasion, 
when “Aida” had its presentation. 
Gabriella Besanzoni revealed a 
rich and lovely contralto that was 
marred by a tremolo, 
vitality. But neither the audience 
nor the critics displayed any ex- 
citement over what she did. Re- 
nato Zanelli, who was the new bari- 
tone, was too nervous to do himself 
justice. Whether he is a second 
Titto Ruffo (as has been claimed) ' 
we have yet to learn. Giovanni 
Martino sang Ramfis with smooth 
and agreeable tones; a reliable ar- 
tist, I should say. But theirs was 
a combined ordeal. 

It tries an artist's soul to sing 
upon the stage “trod” by the great- 
est “stars” of all time—realizing 
every instant, that the most drastic 
comparisons are being made. 

I wish that the army of symphony- 
hungry people out through the 
country might taste some of the 
morsels we are having here in such 
abundant quantity. Many cities, of 
course, have their own orchestras: 
and some of them are truly splen- 
did organizations. But where those 
fortunate communities have just 
enough of such music for their 
needs we are actually 
“stuffed.” By the time November 
has passed we shall have had no 
fewer than twenty concerts of this 
character, with half a dozen “popu- 
lar” orchestral programmes in for 
measure. 

Already the “new” com ions 
are Leing heard. “Novelties,” some 
people term them. None of those 
recently introduced. however, has 
scored hit. Vincent D'Indy’s

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BURR’S PISTOLS. 


Pair Used in Duel With Hamilton 
Sold in Philadelphia. 


Few. if any, firearms in existence 
possess greater interest than two 
Pistols sold at auction here the other 
day. They are a pair of dueling 
Weapons of the flint-leck type, in 
a plush-lined mahogany case. In 
perfect condition, made with dar- 
rels imported from London by 
Booth, one of the best known of 
early Philadelphie gunsmiths, they 
would command the interest of col- 
lectors of firearms simply as speci- 
mens of the art of the gunsmith 
of their period. They 
however, a human interest and his- 
toric value, which lifts tnem quite 
out of the class of mere curios. 

The tradition in the faiily of 
Caesar A. Rodney, for whose estate 
they vere sold, is that they were 
iven to Mr. Rodney by Coil. Aaron 
urr, and are the pair used in the 
duel which resulted in ihe death 
of Alexander Hamilton. 

That Rodney and Burr were in- 
timate friends is shown by the let- 


ters they interchanged and which 


wers sold here last spring. There 
appears no reason to doubt. the 
authenticity of the weapons. An in- 
teresting instance of the changed 
relations which political 
fe brings about is to be found in 
the fact that later, as Attorney-Gen- 
eral under Jefferson, Rodney had 
the disagreeable task of prosecuting 
Burr, his intimate friend, fcr trea- 
son. 

In 1861 Burr was defeaied for the 
Presiaency, Jefferson winning and 
Bure becoming Vice-President. In 
1801 Burr ran as an independent 
candidate for the governorship of 


Nen York and was again deicated. ° 


Both defeats he attribuied to tne 
influer.ce of Hamilton, and this 
n led to the 
duel ai Weehawken, 115 years ago 
last July. Hamilton fired into the

Eight hundred 
thousand women who worked during 
war are now dumped or the la- 
bor market. One woman's orzaniza- 
tion sent questionnaires to these and 
it was found that five-sixths of them 
wanted to continue to work. But 
there isn't work for them. The wom- 
en’s movement in Englend now has 
this medium of unrest in which 10 
work. 

English women do not organize as 
effectively as do American women. 
The very names ef their organiza- 
tions tell their purposes as: The Ac-

THE REHABILITATION 
„ OF THE ARMLESS. 


How the man who has lost both 
arms in the war may be taught in 
one day to feed himself and write a 
letter home and soon write a letter 
on a typewritter and ride a bicycle 
sounds almost miraculous to the 
average reader. Tha wonderful 
results achieved by Dr. P. Chatin, 
who during the war was one of the 
head physicans in the center for the 
provision of artificial limbs and re- 
education at Lyons, are re in 
the Modern Hospital, 
November. 
To fit a man who has lost an arm 
to earn a decent living is no easy 
task for the re-educator. As to the 
man who has lost both arms, is it 
possible to do anything at all for 
him? The answer given by Dr. 
Chatin, as a result of his experience 
with armless men in 
who were just of avérage ability 
most encouraging. 
“With time in which they 
grow accustomed to their disability, 
with a little ingenuity, and much 
perseverance and determination,” 
says Dr. Chatin, “they can arrive 
at results which astonish us and 
themselves.” 
Many of the appliances uscd by 
the pupils as a substitute for hands 
are their own invention. Those 
given out at the center at every case 
of a double. forearm amputation. 
include two Gilet work arms of 
aluminum, which have been found 
useful in agricultural work; two 
wooden hands with movable thumbs; 
a wristband ot leather with loops of 
rubberized cloth; several tool-hold- 
ers for agricultural work; and vari- 
ous accessory devices, such as a 
writing tablet with a device for held- 
— the paper, a special table are 
th a curved blade, a sponge, 4 
razor, and a shaving-truch holder, 
snap buttons, and special hooks and 
eyes for clothes and shoes. By 
various kinds of appliances the arm- 
less man is taught how to wash and 
Gress himeelf, shave, eat, smoke, 
write and otherwise perform the 
acts of daily life. A number of the 
men are enabled to achieve economic 
independence, and in some cares to 
return to their fermer vocati 
such as teaching, peddling vegeta 
er doing farm work.

FOND OF CLUBS 


Cafes Take Their Place 
Among Men of Paris. 


Lodges There are Given Too 
Much to Gambling.

Clubs are not popular in France, 
and probably never will be. Nearly 
ali Parisian cluts—even the most 
respectable—derive a great part of 
the'r income from the organization 
of gambling, and are chiefly used by 
members who gamble; other mem- 
oers frequent them very little.

THINGS YOU CAN MAKE WITH OILCLOTH. 


BY MABLE DE vos. 


How many of us a few years ago 
would have dreamed that the lowly 
olicloth which seemed forever 
doomed to only appear as kitchen 
table or pantry shelf covering would 
be the material with which so many 


beautiful things of today are being 
fashioned ? 


It is inexpensive, prices ranging 
from 60 cents to $1 per yard, is ex- 
tremely wide, fifty-four inches, and 
comes in black, white and colors and 
can be had in glossy, linen or pebbled 
finish. Any of the large department 
stores carry it. With such a variety 
to chose from, the resourceful wom- 
an will be able to make many lovely 
Christmas gifts. 


Some of the newer things that are 
made of oilcloth this year are hat 
bands, sewing cases, traveling cases, 
children’s play aprons, bathing suit 
bags, linings for trays, whisk broom 


and any number of boxes, such as 
for gloves, handkerchiefs, ties, jew- 
els, etc. 

The articles I will describe are 
simply and quickly made and can 
be easily duplicated by the woman 
who has the time and inclination to 
make many of her Christmas gifts. 

An adorable hat band that would 
be welcome to the school girl or the 
woman who wears a sailor hat was 
made of shiny black oilcloth. It was 
three inches wide and long enough 
to slip around the crown of a hat. 
Each edge was bound in inch-wide 
erange-colored satin ribbon. & four- 
petalea nower was traced on the 
wrong side of the oilcloth at inter- 
vals of about six inches. Between 
the flowers a single leaf was drawn. 
With a sharp knife the design was 
cut out. Under each flower a piece 


the edge. Ender the leaves green 
silk was placed. When the band 
was turned over on the right side 
the orange flowers and green leaves 
showed up in a most attractive man- 
ner. A similar band could be made 
with applied yarn flowers and but- 


ors. The oilcloth could be of black: 
or perhaps pink or light blue. For 
a sports hat such a band would be 
most unusual. A could be made

What woman is not delighted to 
receive a well-fitted sewing ease? 
And even a bachelor might find such 
a case useful. These cases come in 
ali sizes, from the small envelope- 


shaped style, just large enough to] Ja 


hold a few tiny spools of thread and 
other needed articles and made to 
fit into a Woman's handbag, to the 
larger rolls more elaborately fitted. 
To make the case, take a strip of 
oilcloth the desired length and 
width, line with sik or figured cre- 
tonne and bind the edges with gros- 
grain ribbon, a band of silk or a 
narrow braid. All make an equally 
pretty finish. It is then ready for 
the shears, pin-cushion, thread,, etc. 


perhaps a spray of rosebuds or a 
stencil design done in oil paint. 


The traveling cases are made 
much in the same manner and can 
be made as large or small as one 
wishes. A very handy little case is 
one in which is placed two or three 
bolts of lingerie tape with a riimper 
to slip the tape in with. It is a gift 
which the dainty woman always ap- 
preciates. 


The children’s play aprons are 
made of either white or pale-colored 
oilcloth. The shiny or plain finish 
would be equally good. hese aprons 
come made something like the pop- 
ular fudge“ apron. They are most 
fascinating when decorated with a 
Teddy. bear, a bunny or baby chick 
stenciled in oils on the lower cor- 
ners. The whole apron is bound with 
ribbon or a strip of goods in some 
harmonizing. color and it is so 
dainty that it would make any child 
happy. The mother would be 
equally gratified, as the little apron 
is so easy to keep clean. 


How the sports girl would revel 
in oilcloth cases, gaily decorated, 
for her bathing suit, her tennis 
racket and shoes.

The terms “grade” and “degree” 
are very different when applied to 
the steepness of hills. Many per- 
sons have the impression ,the two 
are synonymous, but they differ quite 
materially. The tendency of the per- 
son who calculates a grade is to 
exaggerate unless he is a trained en- 
gineer. There are probably hun- 
dreds of persons in Los Angeles who 


will claim the city abounds with 30 
per cent. grades and would become 
indignant if told a 10 per cent. grade 
is more nearly the average. 
Among many motor truck dealers 
and owners there is considerable 
doubt concerning the exact mean- 
ing of the word grade. All admit 
that a grade is a hill or an incline, 
but few will agree on what the 
“steepness” amounts to. In making 
demonstrating tests of motor 
vehicles it ig common practice to 
drive up the grades to show the 
motor’s pulling power, but the pas- 
senger gets a much more impressive 
idea of the slope when going down 
the grade. That is because his eye 
can more nearly estimate the angie 
by having the horizon before him. 

There is a great tendency on the 
part of many persons to confuse the 
per cent. of a grade with its angle 
expressed tn degrees. This accounts 
for the popular impression that 2 
50 per cent. grade, if there is one. 
means a 50-degree angle. A 45- 
degree grade is approximately one 
of 70 per cent., and a 45 per cent. 
grade is inclined at an agle of about 
27 degrees.

The proverbial durability of the Oriental 
rugs is due to the excellent quality of the 
materials used in making them, and also to 
the preparation of these materials, the wool 
being most carefully treated and dyed with 
specially prepared vegetable dyes. The lat- 
ter give the distinctly rich and unfading 
colorings, which, perhaps, have been more

“The blood is allowed to stand for two 
or three days, during which time there is 
a firm coaguium formed, and the serum, or 
liquid portion, is squeezed out. This serum 
is then poured into sterile bottles, and a 
preservative is added. 

“On its receipt at the laboratory, the 
serum is aged in the refrigerator for six 
months to a year and is then filtered 
through paper and porcelain, and put iato 
the bulbs or syringes from which it is to be 
used by physician.”

nation, and convinced us that you are {ree 
from a taint of disease. The bare state- 
ment of this proposition, considering all the 
safeguards which have been thrown around 
the liberty of the individual, is shocking to 
our sense of justices.”

The Farmer Speaks. 


HERE are quite a number of unperceiv- 
ing city dwellers even in this day and 

age of the world who cannot get it out of 
their heads that the American farmer is a 
yokel without a thought above his daily 
plodding and without the instinct to know 
when supposedly clever folk are trying to 
slip something over on him. Some of the 
unlon-labor leaders of the country, for ex- 
ample, recently had a wonderful time 
imagining how much keener they were than 
the hard-working agriculturists. They 
were so positive they could see the green 


in the farmer's eye that they had mapped 


out a fantastic programme under which the 
elect of the city trade unions were to cut 
down their hours of work to a little brief 
pottering around before and after lunch, and 
get for it half again the wages ever before 
received for an honest day’s work, the rest 
of the working population meanwhile stand- 
ing wistfully, looking on and the farmer 
slaving away from dawn to dusk to feed 
the crowd. 


The farmer, according to the resolution 
indulged in at various labor-union meet- 
ings, was committing a crime against 
humanity even to think of asking enough 
for his products to recompense him for 
the higher production cost to himself of 
everything to which he turned his hand. 
It was demanded of him that he be the 
first to cut costs in the general price read- 
justment which they, the labor“ leaders, 
insisted had to be brought about. The high 
cost of living and every evil consequence 
attendant upon it was summarily -shonl- 
dered on the agriculturist, who was berated 
and flailed for even presuming to count 


the costs in connection with his, plain duty} 


of furnishing the grub for the rest of the 


country. The plain inference in every such 


statement by the union bosses was that 
hard drudgery was What the farmer was 
made for and that ths only persons who 
had any business thinking about shorter 


“hours, bigger earnings and personal com- 


fort and welfare were the select members 
of the industrial organizations affiliated 
with union labor. 

Well, the farmer came back at em the 
other day and he gaid enough to disabuse 
them of the idea that he was the unobserv- 
ing clod-hopper they appeared to think 
him.

“But I sound the 
warning to you,” he said, that uniess 
action is taken at once, your labors in such 
conventions as this, is for naught and 
your strength shall have been spent in 
Our new industry of rice growing, 
conceived by American money and on the 
soil surrounding this city, has already 
passed under Asiatic control to a percent 
age fast approaching one-half, being now 
above one-third.” 

Director of Agriculture George H. Hecke 
made an appeal for united support of the 
agricultural and horticultural interests of 
the State. In his remarks he called atten- 
tion to the fact that “In the past, special 
attention has been given to questions of 
labor and capital by our legislatures, and 


under the extraordinary stress of present 


conditions now is the time for agriculture 


to be accorded well-deserved considera- 


tion. Obviously the co-operative market- 
ing organizations form the logical bodies 
from which to secure such needful legisia- 
tion and that the ideal method of pro- 
cedure is through the creation of a legis- 
lative committee composed of a _ repre 
sentative from each of these associations; 
the principal duties of this committee 
miight well be to investivate the needs of 
agriculture and secure concerted action; it 
must act impartially, looking always for 
the opportunity to secure the best legis- 
lation regardless of what branches of the 
State government or individual agencies 
may be affected; and finally it must enjoy 
freedom from politics, and avoid all ret 
erence to political considerations.” 

In its range of topics the convention con- 
sidered fruit standardization, pest control, 
bud selection, (in which the action of the 
nurserymen’s convention being held at 
Chico at the same time, was unanimously 
endorsed) the utilization of by-products 
of the fruit industry; the wider use and 
conservation of water supplies for irriga- 
tion; the maintenance of vineyard experi. 
mentation; and visits to the United States 
Plant Introduction Gardens and the initial 
State Land Colony were some of the more 
important functions that commanded at- 
tentiion. The more important matters

are voiced in the following resolutions: 

Whereas, California agriculture in 
great measure does now and must for- 
ever depend upon irrigation for best 
results, and

Was vacuum fumigatiion for the destruction 
of insect pests on plants and trees. The 
Federal government's success with it im 
eradicating pests in commercial cotton, 
coupled with local experiments in killing 
obnoxious insect life on food products, such 
as potatoes, dates, etc., leads to the con- 
viction that under proper conditions it can 
be used as an effective and economical 
means of eradicating insects from nursery 
stock.

Another fact sticks out in sharp promi- 
nence, and that is the fact that California 
was the pioneer in these United States in 
the production of beet sugar.

BEETS HELP SOIL. 

It seems that sugar-beet culture does not 
sap the land like the production of many 
other crops; on the contrary, it improves 
the fertility of the soil, as is shown by the 
results of judicious crop rotation. 

Careful experimentation and investiga- 
tion by experts of the California College 
of Agriculture have proven this beyond per- 
adventure. 

A Ust of six different crops is given, 
with the results of the rotation: Wheat, 
yield per acre before sugar beets were put 
on the land, 24.5 bushels; after sugar beets, 
42.3 bushels, or an increase of 68.6 per 
cent.; rye, before beets, 28.4 bushels: after 
beets, 40.8 bushels; increase, 43.7 per cent.; 
oats, before beets, 61.8 bushels; after 
beets, 75.3 bushels; increase, 21.8 per cent.; 
barley, before beets, 23.2 bushels; after 
beets, 43.5 bushels; increase, 87.5 per cent.; 
potatoes, before beets, 218.6 bushels; after 
beets, 238 bushels; increase, 8.97 per cent.; 
grape, before beets, 23.2 bushels; after 
increase, 110 per cent. 


most profitable investment outside of its 

purpose; it automatically refertil- 

izes the land all the time you are making 
sugar. 

Still, here is another striking feature of 


the industry; the success in beet production 


and in the incidental improvement of the 
soil may be largely attributed to the rise 
of the farm tractor and auxiliary farm ma- 
chinery that has been developed under 
tractor conditions. 

TRACTOR GREAT ASSET. 


The Californfa sugar-beet growers were 
quick to realize the value of the farm trac- 


tor in their own particular line of produc- 
tion. 


The successful raising of sugar beets re- 
quires the most thorough manipulation of 
the soil, and for this important duty noth- 
ing was found equal to the farm tractor. 

In the first place, beet land must be 
plowed in just the proper season; this the: 
farm tractor could accomplish; you don't 
have to wait until it rains, nor until it stops 
rairing; you can plow any time. 

Seet land needs to be plowed deeply and 
well; then, it must be disced, harruwed, 
etc., until it has been put in the very best 
condition for seeding. 

The field of growing beets must be well 
culfivated, weeded, etc., and this the trac- 
tor can do. Then, when it comes to har- 
vesting the crop the tractor and the beet 
plow do the job. 

In Los Angeles they make a specialty of 
manufacturing beet plows; plows not to

Following the wide adoption by ‘armers 
of tractors for every kind of farm work, im- 
plement manufacturers have been turning 
out types of plows ter fitted for work 
with tractors than plows designe for use 
with horses. The types of trac:or plows 
are as legion as are the horse-drawu plows, 
it being the purpose of makers to fit these 
power plows to various kinds of crop work 
and to various sizes of tractors. But al 
most all are grouped into a comparatively 
few divisions according to the kind of farm 
work for which they are designed ) 

It is imperative that the tract er owner 
select the type of plow fitted ty his soil. 
When there are varying soils on the same 
farm, it is, of course, impossible to se'‘ect 
one type of plow waich will do the best 
work, and more than one type must be 
uséd in this case. Plows vary in type ac- 
cording to the texture of the soil more 
than the type of fractor. 

The tractor plow used in the grain sec 
tions of the Southern California ccast re- 
gions differ in design from those used in or- 
chards, and a tractor plow fitted to work 
on irrigated silt soils could not be used to 
the best advantage on sandy coast lands. 
Bottoms sold by different plow mu ers will 
be found to vary somewhat for the same 
type of work and in the same region. But 
recently large plow companies have turned 
out bottoms especially designed to meet the 
general needs of farmers in particular re 
gions raising particular crops. 

The general purpose tractor plow 5 — 
bottom has a long, gradually“ turume mold- 
board, with a small twist at the wing end 
The material used for the share and mold- 
board is usually cf soft center steel. This 
general purpose plow is found useful in or- 
chards and in grain culture on the coast 
region, the orchardists using plows of 
Slightly heavier draft than the griin men. 
The general purpose tractor plow will come 
nearest to handling all field conditions rea- 
sonably well. 

Farmers in the irrigated arid regions 
who have compact silt or adobe -ofls find 
that a short moldboard with an abrupt 
turning shape is generaliy best fcr their 
needs. Well-known plow cempanies are 
now turning out bottoms designed especial- 
ly for cotton, milo and cantaloupe work in 
Imperial, Palo Verde and Salt River valleys. 
It would be difficult to describe the many 


bottoms now made to exactly suit varied] 


agricultural conditions in the Southwest.

The draft of traetor plows varies with 
soil conditions. The draft of a fourteen- 
inch plow, turning over the soil to a depth 
of seven inches in ordinary grain or or- 
chard work, ranges between 400 and 70 
pounds. In heavier types of soil this is 
sometimes doubled. On the average, it wi 
take about 600 pounds in stubble and 85% 
pounds in adobe for each fourteen-inch plow 
going to a depth of seven or eight inches. 

The effect of grades on the draft of plows 
and implements is equal. to one ber cept. 
of the weight of the tractor and implemen: 
for every one foot rise in 100 feet.

GROWERS RAISE FUND 
TO FIGHT BLACK SCALE. 


SACRAMENTO.—Several prominent 
Southern California citrue fruit growers 
have raised a fund of $3000 which they 
donated to the division of- pest control, 
State Department of Agriculture, to aid in 
the fight against the black scale, G. H. 
Hecke, director of the department, stated 
recently. 

To Harry 8. Smith, entomologist in 
charge of the pest control division, the ex- 
periments carried on by the State for the 
control of the mealybug, which also at- 
tacks citrus trees, proved so successful 
that the growers of the South decided to 
aid in the fizht against me black scale. 

Mr. Smith said his department is endeav- 
oring to control the black scale by means 
of its natural. enemy. He declared the 
black scale to be the most serious citrus 
pest and that $2,500,000 was spent by 
Southern California growers during the 
past year in fighting it. 


Production figures on almords and wal- 
nuts will be fully up to the forecasts of pre- 
vious months, and owing to older trees and 
new bearing acreage, both will be record 
crops.

One of the most important, if not the 
most important, meetings of farmers ever 
held in this country was the recent Amer 
ican Farm Bureau Federation convention 
held at Chicago, November 12-14, inclusive. 
While this organization Was of special in- 
terest to farmers, it is also of great sig- 
nificance to the nation at large for the 
reason that this is the first time that farm- 
ers of the nation have ever got together in 
a big way in a general organization. The 
progress and influence of the movement is 
wonderful. Its possibilities are tremen- 
dous. As a logical outgrowth of the farm 
adviser movement started in 1914, the Farm 
Bureau movement at the present time rep- 
resents the largest and most popular organ, 
ization movement among farmers in ‘the 
history of this country. No longer is the 
farmer to be the scapegoat of capital and 
labor. The äktitude of the convention was 
one of neutrality in the present struggle 
between capital and labor, but the deter- 
mination to suffer at the hands of either 
was apparent. Representing approximate- 
ly 1,000,000 farmers of the nation, the 
American Farm Bureau Federation proposes 
to take up the cudgel in behalf of the 
farmer. its work is to be along three gen- 
eral lines—education, co-operative market- 
ing and purchasing and legislation. 

Representatives from thirty-six States 
having farm bureaus, met at the conference 
and adopted a constitution and by-laws 
which will come up for final ratification at 
the next meeting of the federation, which 
was decided on for March 8. An executive 
committee of twelve members, together

the University of California College of Ag 
riculture at Davis, and by farmers near the 
school. ' 

From the tests, summarized in Bulletin 
No. 312, of the Agricultural Experiment 
Station by G. W. Hendry, the professors 
and farmers have found that it yields more 
sacks per acre of grain, but less hay, than 
the Coast or common barley, which is, 
Planted on 95 per cent. of the dry farms of 
the State. 

It was found that the Mariout is more 
drouth-resistant, shatters less and uses less 
soil moisture than the common variety, but 
that it does not thrive so well as the com- 
mon barley in cool mountainous districts.
